minutes later. 

Maidstone'’s inside-right Harris 
flashed in a shot from an acute 
angle and the Wycombe left-half 
Fryer, attempting to head_ clear, 
diverted the ball past goalkeeper 
Syrett. 

Wycombe were badly off the 
mark again in the second half end 
Maidstone kept hitting back with 
swinging attacks, marred by over- 
eagerness in front of goal. 

Unable to ‘achieve effective 
cohesion in attack, Wycombe re- 


‘shuffled their forward line, Atkins 
moving -into the centre and new- 


‘comer Ken Morris taking his place 
‘on the wing, 


The change injected greater | 


“punch into the attack, but it was 


the tireless foraging of Bates and 
Trott which. proved the decisive 
factor. Gradually, these two enabled 
Wycombe to gain the initiative. in; 
midfield and to maintain a series of 
powerful attacks in the last 20 
minutes, 

Even then, poor finishing robbed | 
them, Atkins and Bates both miss-: 
ing several easy chances, 

But 10 minutes before the end 
Atkins nipped through to beat the 
hard pressed Maidstone goalkeeper 
Wiltshire with a powerful drive 
close in for the winner.
